LULEA, Sweden, Jan. 13—Famine, grim 
and crushing, but as yet only an earnest of 
the suffering that is to come, has its grasp 
on the northland of Sweden. Hedged in by. 
the snows, and the cold, and the twenty hour 
darkness of the winter nights, 100,000 people 
are on the verge of starvation. From the 
extreme northern boundary of this land of 
the Baltic to within less than 200 miles of 
the glittering. city of Stockholm itself the 
famine has spread its way, and thousands 
of families, often with eleven or fourteen | 
children to each household, are looking vain- 
ly to*the future with no prospect except pri- 
vation and sufféering—starvation, if the hand 
of charity fails—staring into their frightened 
faces. 

The story of the true condition of the people 
in this northern land, fringed in by its frozen 
rivers, the ice coated gulf of Bothnia, the 
snow buried mountains, and the cold and 
darkness of winter, has not . ine reached the‘ 
ears of the world.

| Bverywhere the cause of the siege of 
starvation and want is plainly told. The 
country throughout is inundated. The rains 
this year were deluges. They began with 
the first days of the brief summer, and ended 
only when winter came and wrought its 
harvest of ice. A mountain range parallels 
the sea, and the result is a natural forma- 
tlon_ of cups and valleys, which aided the 
dread work of the ceaseless rain, there being 
“absolutely no artificial drainage.

It was a shanty 
less than six feet square, and attracted at- 
tention Only because a thread of smoke was 
creeping out of the boards which were laid 
on as a makeshift for a roof. A pale, wan 
faced woman, coming out of a broken down 
house near by, told my interpreter that a 
family lived there. A stranger would have 
taken oath that the hut was impossible of 
habitation, 

Opening the door the sight presented was 
one not to forget. A fireplace of bricks— 
bricks made by the husband’s own hands and 
patiently dried in the winds—claimed nearly 
all the interior for its sprawling, rude bulk. 
A woman, her clothes ragged and showing 
her arms and breast wasted to the bone. 
looked up with a chatter of Swedish and 
Finnish, all an unintelligible mixture of the 
impure dialects of tlie north.

Some of the jurors are determined to use 
their individual efforts to assist in suppress- 
ing the indiscriminate sale of the drug, and 
an “anti-cocaine”’ league, similar to the 
anti-cigaret league and other law enforcing 
_ organizations, may result from their efforts. 


Report of Grand Jury. 


Relative to the cocaine evil and the remedy 
suggested the jury's report was as follows: 
“Testimony offered, especially that gath- 
eed by representatives of the state board of 
. y, shows an alarming growth in the 
sale of cocaine. Despite the fact that the 
law requires the issuance of a physician's 
certificate in each.and every instance before 


ae asele can ty made, traffic in this drug has 


increased tremendously, and practically no 
eheck has been placed uponits sale. 

“Under various names, and as remedies 
for various diseases, as well as in its original 

‘form, cocaine is sold by unscrupulous drug- 
gists without certificates at great profit, and 
its use has spread to such an. extent that 
reputable physicians and druggists have in- 
voked the aid of the law to suppress and reg- 
the sale. : 

“The jury earnestly rec ends that 
every step possible under the law be taken 
to confine the business within legitimate 
bounds, and especially that the chjef of po- 
lice of Chicago shall use the power at his 
command to bring offenders to justice. 

“The jury. further recommends that the 
members of the legislature from Cook coun- 
ty secure an amendment to the act regulat- 
ing the practice pharmacy, providing for 
the revocation of the license of any pharma- 


_ @ist who shall sell cocaine without a proper 


physician's certificate.”’ 


‘Bays O’Neill’s Fears Are Ungrounded,

Judge Notes Evil’s Growth. 


Judges and attorneys agree with Treas- 
urer Wilhelnuy Bodemann of the state board 
of*pharnmiacy that the use of cocaine and 
sittilar drugs is far more prevalent than the 
average citizen realizes. 

“My observation has led me to the belief 

that the number of men addicted to the use 

of cocaine or other drugs is qual to, if it does 
not exceed, the number who use liquor to 
excess,” said Judge Willard M. McEwen,

The judge cited instances 
of the dangers to the administration of jus- 
tice. because of the use of the drug. 


Warning to Drug Clerks.

Declare That Locomotive Crews, Par- 
AGeulariy Freight, Often Start Out 
with Scarcely Any, Rest—Tell of En- 
gwineers Asleep in the Cab—Mana- 
gers 8 ty. Unfit Employes Are Not 


Company Rules. 


Today is.not a day of rest for the men 
in the cabs of the engines which haul the 
tremendous freight of the country. Yes- 
terday was not, and tomorrow will not be. 
‘Tradesmen, artisans, workers in nearly 
every other field will lay aside their labor 
today, but for the man who controls the 
locomotive and for the man who keeps up 
its fires there is no rest. | 

Long hours of nerve-wearing work con- 
stitute the engineer and fireman's day—hours 


and eveh more of continuous labor. 

From the man on the “chain gang’”’ to 
the man-.who has a “ banker’s run,’’ there is 
hardly one in the business whose average 
day’s work is not of the kind which in the 
end wears down the endurance. .Add to this 
average day’s work an extra run and the 
results are apt to become serious. | 


Some Wrecks Laid to Overwork. — 
To the overworking of engingers and fire- 
men is laid the responsibility of many raili- 
road disasters. A man has been in the cab 
for twenty hours. His eyes almost refuse to 
see. He feels, as one engineer expressed it, 
“like putting toothpicks under the lids to 
keep them open.”” He runs past a signal 
his sleepy eyes did not catch. A wreck re- 
It was an “extra’”’ man who ran the en- 
gine in the fatal Westfield (N. J.) wreck. 
When railroad men read that this engineer 
came from the extra list they understood 
the cause of the disaster. They knew why 
he had run past signals. He was one of the 
men most apt to be overworked, to he subject 
to calls to duty which rob him of his sleep, 
At Nokomis, Ill., on Thursday an engineer 
fell asleep on his seat inhiscab. His engine 
ran into the rear end of another freight 
train. An explanation would probably dis- 
close that hours of continuous labor were 
behind that sleep which resulted in a wreck. 
Railroad managers affirm that no engineer 
or fireman is sent out on the road without 
requisite sleep, They -declare that it is 
against the wish of the company when a 
man assumes the respons'!'ility for a train 
unless he is fitted for it, as a man without 
rest could not be. The ryles of the brother- 
hood make it obligatory for the companies. 
to allow their men time for rest. aa 
With work to do, however, extra pay to 
earn, and urgent necessity,;commanding that 
the work be done, the men assert that they 
do not feel at liberty to take for sleep the 
time which the companies think should be 
spent in moving freight. Some assert that 
discharges, on one pretext or another, have 
followed refusals to do extra work. 


Increased Work for Crews. 
Passenger engineers are comparatively 
free from calls for this extra and dangerous 
work. Their runs are scheduled. - Uniess the 
unusual happens they know to a certainty. 

when their work begins and’ when it ends. 
‘Jt is the man on the “ chain gang,’’ the man 
who comes in from one trip to find another 
waiting him, who finds his day’s work in- 
cluding the greater part of the twenty-four 
hours. | 
Recent developments in the railroad world 
have increased the hard work for the engine 
crews. Mogul engines make a greater strain 
on the engineer. Their firing is a much more 
laborious task for the fireman. Business has . 
increased more rapidly than the equipment 
of the roads. There is scarcity of men to do 
the work. All-these conditions add to the 
hardships of. the freight engineer. 
Recently a freight train pulled into the 
Northwestern yards and an exhausted crew 
alighted. The fireman was completing his 
thirty-sixth hour of constant work. As he 
got down from the cab he faintéd from ex- 
haustion, and restoratives had to be applied 
before hé was able to go to his home. 
A fireman relates that his engineer fre- 
quently has gone to sleep on his seat from 
exhaustion while the train was running at 
thirty- miles an hour, and that he has awak- 
ened him in time to make the stops at sta- 
tions. He says that he has left his engineer 
sleeping in a station while he ran the train 
back for water for which the man had for- 
gotten to stop. | 
Could Hardly Keep Eyes Open. 
Engineers and firemen discuss the situation 
with some reluctance. Railroad companies 
have not encouraged public consideration of 
railroad topics by their em ployés. One view 
of the situation was given in a letter to THE 
TRIBUNE, in which the correspondent said:~ 
“A few evenings ago an old and reliable 
railroad engineer was in my office, and, after 
we had finished our business, the conversa- 
tion turned to railroad accidents, He said 
he was surprised that the public did not take 
hold of the manner in, ich railroad men 
were overworked at times. He said that fre- 
quently he had to run twenty, twenty-one, 
and twenty-two hours without an opportun- 
ity to sleep. Often, he said, he could searcely 
keep his eyes open. At times, when he knew 
the road was good and probably clear. he had 
the fireman watch while he took a few min- 
utes’sleep, but with the giant engines the 
fireman Kept busy shoveling coal and 
such oppdrtunities were rare. I told him I 
did not think the public knew anything about 
the situation.“ 
Here is the testimony of a man who has 
left the work. He was discharged, he says, 
after refusing to make another trip After 
thirty-eight hours’ work. He is C. W. Tay-. 
lor, 453 West Lake atreet. 
“Ten Hour Limit a Dead Letter.” 
“Judging from what I have seen of rail- 
road life, I am convinced that more wrecks 
are caused by overworked men than by any 
other one thing,” he said. “‘ Although the 
men in the passenger service are ziven 
some consideration, those in the freight de- 
partment are worked mercilessly. There is. 
a rule in force on most of the railroads which 
prohibits engineers and firemen from work- 
ing more than ten hours at a stretch, except 
in case of emérgency, but it is a/dead letter. 
*“ At the time I was ‘fired’ we had been 
doubling the road between Oshkosh and Fort 
Howard in Wisconsin, a distance of less than 
fifty miles. We had been on that run fora 
week, during which time:I had not had my 
clothes off, when we were ordered into Chi- 
cago. A fireman on one of those big freight 
engines is forced to shovel coal almost con- | 
stantly if he wants to keep up steam. On 
the trip from Oshkosh to!/Chicago I remem- - 
ber I threw twenty-nine tons of coal into. 
the firebox, and it is a distance of less than 
250 miles. | 
“When we arrived in Chicago I had not 
had a wink of sleep in thirty-eight hours, 
and I went home and fell into:bed thoroughly

I 
have learned to run an engine as well as any 
ordinary engineer in the business by hav- 
ing had to take the throttle while my engi- 
neer snatched a few moments’ sleep. Once 
While | was working on the Wabash rail- 
road I left the engineer sleeping in a depot 
at a way station while I took the engine, and, 
with a brakeman for a fireman, ran fifteen 


The engineer had been on duty for thirty- 
four hours, | 

“After a man has been under the strain 
for thirty hours his eyes may remain open, 
but he doesn’t realize what he is doing, and 
it is not at all strange that men sometimes 
make mistakes under those circumstances. 
They may lay the wrecks to fogs and bad 
weather and a dozen other causes, but I am 
convinced that two-thirds of the wrecks 
which occur are caused by men who from 
want of sleep are unfit to work,” | 

Would Choose Other Work. _. 

“Tf I had to erNer the business now,” said 
a passenger engineer on the Illinois Central, 
would ichoose some other business. I 
have a subufban run at present, and it ts 
certainly a)|‘ banker’s run’ if there is.one 
on the Hne, but you could not get me to go 
through what the firemen and the ‘chain 
gang’ endure with these big engines and the 
rush of work. A man without sleep is not 
a safe man (to have at an engine.” 
_‘“ Three hours of work in a fog will tire a 
man out 9 that he cannot sleep when he 
gets sy eh said an engineer on the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific. ‘* Durtng the 
last few days of fog I have been so worn out 
trying to s¢e signals through the fog that I 
have béen fairly, played out at the end of 
the run. The man who handles a freight 
engine for |ten or twelve hours under the 
Same conditions cannot be in a condition to 
do more work.”’ 
General managers of the roads said that 
the conditions described were of infrequent 
occurrence. 
“I can speak only of the Northwestern,” 
said General Manager W. A. Gardner, “ but 
speaking for. that-.road I may say that such 
things do not happen with the consent of the 
road. We do not want unfit men in charge 
of‘engines. Probably cases where the engi- 
neer does not have gufficient sleep occur 
when he has-not used the hours allotted him 
for sleep. We cannot tell what .he has done 
when off duty. We donot want men to work 
more than ten hours without rest. If they 
are on freight,trains they have permission 
to run in on sidings. and take theirrest. We. 
have a record of the hours which every man 
in the empleyment of the road has worked. 
We have been-keeping it of late to provide 
against Just such occurrences and to make 
it impossible for a man to be overworked.”

The Alexian brothers’ annual report of 
the work of thetr hospital at Belden and Ra- 
cine avenues shows muchécharitable work 
has been done. In 1902 2,981 patients were 
nursed in’ the hospital, 1,912 being dismissed 
as cured. Of the 305 who died 122 were 
taken to the hospital in a dying condition.

The annual announcement de ignten regu- 
lations for Roman Catholics of the Chicago

Meats may be used at all the meals on Sunday 
and once each day at the principal meal on the 
following days: On all Mondays; Tuesdays, and 
Thursdays. On all Saturdays, except Saturday of 
Ember week and holy Saturday. 


Flesh and fish are not allowed at the same meal. 
Custom, tolerated by the church, permits coffee, 


tea, or chocolate, with a smal! plece of bread, to 
be ‘taken in the morning. Custom allows the use 
of eggs, butter, milk, etc,, at the evening colla- 
tion. 


The following persons are not obligated to fast, 


viz.: The sick and those in feeble health: women 
nursing children, all who are engaged in laborious | 
and exhaustive occupations; the poung who have 
not completed their twenty-first year, and those 
who have reached the sixtieth year of their age. 


Those who are excused from fasting on account 


of their age or hard labor may. use flesh meat more 


than once on the days.on which it is allowed. 
Working people are permitted to use meat once 
a day on all fast and abstinence days of the year, 


Fridays, ..Ash-Wednesday, (Wednesday and 
Saturday in holy week, and the vigil of Christmas. 
This dispensation ts granted not only to working 
men and women, but also their enire families.

RAILROAD DEAT. 
Clarence H. Attacks 


Moores’ Scheme of Finan- 
cing Rock Island. 


CALLS THE PLAN ILLEGAL 


Asks Receiver for Shares of the 
Old Company Now Depos- 
ited in New York. 


In a bill filed in the Circuit court yester- 
day Clarence H. Venner of Boston, through 
his attorney, James Hamilton Lewis, asks 
that the financial reorganization plan of 
the Rock Island railway company be de- 
clared illegal and void under the laws and 
policy. of the state of Illinois. 

He also asks that a,receiver be appointed 
and that to.him be assigned all the stock 

| and stock certificates of the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railway company depos- 
ited with the Central Trust company of 
New York. 

Mr. Venner is not new in the rdéle of dis- 
Satisfied minority stockholder. When the 
Pullman and Wagner companies were 
merged Mr. Venner brought suit asa small 
minority stockholder to block the consoli- 
dation. The case was socttled, and Mr. Ven- 
ner was reported to have accepted a e 
sum as a compromise. 


Bill of Thirty-seven Pages. 


The present bill consists of thirty-seven 
pages of typewritten matter. A large por- 
tion of it is taken up in reciting the reorgani- 
zation plan adopted last year. This plan, by 
which the stock of the old Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railway company of 
Illinois is transferred to the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroad of 
Iowa, and the stock of the Chica- 
go, Rock Island and Pacific railroad of 
Iowa exchanged for shares of the -Rock 
Island company of New Jersey, is deciraed to 
be in conflict with the constitution of the 
state of Illinois. Of the $75,000,000 of old 
Rock Island stock al! has been deposited in 
favor of the reorganization scheme, except 
4 or 5 per cent. 


Others Like Venner, Says Moore. 


J. H. Moore, who has just returned to Chi- 
cago from New York, has nothing to say 
about the bill 

“I do not care to make any statement,” 
said Mr. Moore, *‘ for the reason that I know 
nothing about the bill or itscontents. I sup- 
pose there are many fellows like the one 
who asks for this receivership.” 


Reorganization Plan Described. | 


The bill describes in detail the scheme of 
reorganization of the Rock Island. Some 
time prior to July 31, 190, it is alleged, Will- 
jam H. and James H. Moore, Daniel G. Reid, 
and William B. Leeds entered upon the ex- 
ecution of a pian of organizing a company 
under the laws of Iowa which should be 
¥ called a railroad company, but be in effect 
a security holding company. They also ef- 
fected the incorporation of a company under 
the laws of New Jersey, which was also a 
security holding company, which should take 
over the stock of the lowa company. 

By a provision in the charter of the New 
Jersey.company it was provided that the 
holders: of a majority of the stock of the 
New Jersey company should control the:

Supt. Cooley Speaks on the Value

ISSUE BY TABLING.

The Head Assistants’ association yesterday 
tabled a motion to express its opinion on the 
new educational bill drawn by the Civic fed- 
eration rather than go on record as opposing 
it. The action was taken after it was seen 
that a resolution indorsing the measure 
would be lost. | 

The move to lay the matter on the table was 
worked by Miss Mary E. Lynch and a num- 
ber of her friends who favor the bill, and who 
say. the meeting: had been packed by the 
Teachers’ federation. ii 

In speaking in favor of.the proposed meas- 
ure Miss Lynch delared significantly that 
she had come to the meeting uninstructed 
and was expressing her individual opinion 
delegated her to the meeting. 4 

In explaining her remarks afterwards 
Miss Lynch charged that the meeting had 
been packed by the Teachers’ federation to 
prevent the indorsement of the biil. 

‘Many of those present,"’ she declared, 
“have not attended the meetings of the as- 
sociation for over a year. They were sent 


against the indorsement of the bill and to 
speak against: its provisions.” 


Thinks the Superintendent Favored. 

Mrs. Ida Morton of the Avondale school 
attacked 'those provisions of the bill affecting 
the probation period of the superintendent 
of schools, his powers, and the provision for 


his pay. | | 

‘“The bill is careful to safeguard the sal- 
aries of the higher powers in the employ of 
the board,’’ she said, ‘“‘ but makes no pro- 
vision whatever for the protection of the 
teachers from:‘salary cuts.”’ 
. Supt. Cooley was present-during the first 
half of the meeting. He spoke on the value 
of the examination system for the promotion 

“This is a day of examinations,”’ he said. 
‘Examinations as a means of selection of 
public servants are becoming more and more 
popular.| The system tends to eliminate all 
possibilities of the exercise of ‘pull.’ An 
examination tests accuracy, the fullness of 
one’s memory, and the power of one’s con- 
centration., It does comparatively Httle to 
test the ‘moral qualities, however. So far, 
however, we seem to be unable to get along | 
without the examination system as a means 
of selection, whatever we may think of it 
from a purely educational viewpoint.”’ 


Economics Club to Discuss It. 


The largest club meeting of the year will be 
that of the Social Ecdnomics on Tuesday, 
which will consider the new educational! bill 
from every viewpoint. Nearly every woman's 
club and teachers’ organization in the city 
will send representatives to participate in the 
debate, which promises to be a heated one. 


Meeting of Principals’ Club. 

The Principals’ club was on the verge of 
ignoring the purpose of its meeting yester- 
day by attacking the Teachers’ federation 
instead of discussing the new educational 
bill when Principal William J. Bartholf of 
the Yon Humboldt school brought the mem- 
bers to time by saying: 

“This mecting was not called to hold a 
post mortem over the Chicago Teachers’ 
federation, but to discuss the new educational 
bill. As already has been intimated, there 
are teachers who are not Knights of Labor.”’ 

The Rev. R. A. White of the Civic federa- 
tion defended the bill. He pointed out the 
difference between the bill drawn by the 
Civie federation and that presented by the 
board of education, declaring the latter to be 
inadequate to accomplish all the needed 
reforms. Mr. White declared himself opposed 
to an elective school board because of the part 
the teachers probably would play in the 


matter. 
Federation Talks of Suit. 


The Teachers’ federation held a special 
meeting to consider the course whieh must 
be taken with the injunction suit to prevent 
the expenditure of over $260,000 which was 
turned over to the school fund by the utility 
corporations as back taxes.

Testimony given before the strike commis- 
sion was quoted by the speakers to show that 
the conditions in the bituminous fields were 
better than those that existed in the an- 
thracite field. President Mitchell's testi- 
mony was repeated as proof of. this argu- 
ment. 

Mr. Mitchell replied that while he had said 
that the bituminous miners were faring bet- 
ter than the anthracite men, his testimony 
could not be made to apply generally nor 
could it be shown that the average pay per 
capita was much better than in the hard 
-coal mines. 

The Illinois operators repeated their de- 
mands and asked that they be given consid- 
eration. Mr. Bogle of Indiana announced 
that a careful consideration of the scale of 
the miners, raising wages 12% cents on the 
ton, would result in an increased cost of 60 
cents per ton on lump screened coal. It was 
demanded that he produce figures. F. L. 
Robbins argued that a single mine basis in- 
creased the of coal mined, also decreased 
the uantity, 

President itchell answered Mr. Robbihs.

Delay, Then Dismay. 

In the first place, City Printer Higgins 
| was slow in supplying the necessary blanks 
which must be filled out for each applicant 
to show that he is worthy and entitled to 
buy coal of the city at the low rates proposed. 
It was late in the morning before any of these 
blanks were available, and then only 350 of 
them were delivered. And with these 350 
blanks available 37000 persons were waiting 
to buy coal. : 

Then came the most serious discovery of 
the day. The city itself was short of coal 
and had none to sell or deliver. The 3,000 


| who had been waiting for hours heard this 


and many of them turned away, discour- 
aged. The others remained and waited— 
because they could not understand. They 
had believed that orders for coal were await- 
ing all who had the price, and the announce- 
ment that only a few could be accommodat- 
ed at the best was received with a feeling 


of doubt. 

When evening arrived and the city offi- 
Clals had sized up the situation they issued 
a formal statement. Unless more coal is 
procurable under the city’s contracts, they 
said, the city would be unable to sell more 
than 200 tons pf coal a day, and this in half 
or lots.

It was found that the coal supply at all 
stations was 1,777 tons, and that the water 
works consume 290 tons a day.

City Engineer Ericson was insistent that 
the water works should retain a safe supply 
of fuel. . 

“I shall insist on keeping a three to ten 
days’ supply on hand at each station, no 
matter whether we have to turn people 
away,” he said. ‘* The city’s water supply 
must not. be in the least imperiled; no matter 
what happens. A snow blockade of a week 
is possible at any time and we have to be 
ready for it.’”’ 


Mayor Asks Donations. 

When Mayor Harrison. was apprised of the 
situation he said: 

‘‘If any manufacturing concern or indi- 
vidual has more than enough coal to tide 
over the present crisis it should send it to 
one of the city pumping stations. We have 
found that the demand for coal has been 
underestimated and that all the relief work 


ing the situation. 

We would welcome any contributions of. 
coal -most particularly at this time. The 
pumping stations can store a much larger 
quantity of coal than they have on hand. 
This is an ideal occasion for giving.’’ 

The: crowd that applied for coal at City 
Collector Brandecker’s office did not have the 
appearance of extreme poverty. It was made 
up of persons who are too proud to accept 
coal as a gift, but who feel unable to pay 
the high price asked for it in the market. 


NEW ANGLE IN COAL CASES. 


Retailers Are to Be Tried Under the 
Cemmon Law on Charge of . 
Conspiracy. 


Violation of the Illinois anti-trust law was. 
eliminated yesterday from a statement of 
fact which the state’s attorney and the attor- 
ney for the indicted officials of the Retail 
Coal Dealers’ Association of Illinois and Wis- 
consin will present to Judge Oliver H. Horton 
tomorrow. Charges that the retailers’ asso- 
ciation had fixed and maintained prices at 
which coal must be sold also were cut out of 
the stipulated statement, and the retailers 
will go to trial on the charge of conspiracy 
to do an act in restraint of trade. 

If a conviction can be secured and the ver- 
dict sustained by the Supreme court, it is 
said: that the test will give the authorities 
control over commercial and business combi- 
nations irrespective of any anti-trust law. 

“If wé can sustain such a contention and 
secure a decision under the common law we 
need not concern ourselves further about 
anti-trust laws,’’ said Assistant State’s At- 
torney Barnes. ‘‘In the three coal indict- 
ments we may be able to test the law on all 
sides. The northern Illinois cases involve 
the anti-trust ‘statute of 189l*s The retail- 
ers’ case involves the law of conspiracy and 
the common law on restraint of trade, and 
the InZiana cases will probably involve 
both."’

As worded it would necessitate 
the National Guard’s sleeping on its arms 
continuously, as sheriffs, sportively inclined, 
under the belief they were being deprived of 
a say in the matter, might be out of their 
county when called upon to.stop a contest.

The season of 1889-'90 was an eventful.one 
for Chicago bowling and marked the first 
invasion of the east by ‘local: players.

On the other hand, bowling is popular 
because it is a healthy, manly sport which 
can be competently engaged in during the 
long winter evenings without. interference 
with business.. After a. few evenings’ prac- 
tice almost any one is reasonably sure of 
improving his play, so that he is encour- 
aged to go into games with a fair chance 
of winning from all but a select few who 
nearly, or quite, make it a business. 

It is a more popular sport today because 
of better alleys, better rooms in which they 
are situated, together with light, ventila- 
tion, and such other equipments as add to 
the comfort of the players. 
To the office man who goes home with 
a tined, aching back, a balky digestive ap- 
paratus, and sleepless’ nights, it affords a 
ready and almost sure relief. 

It broadens the chest, builds up the inter- 
costal muscles, as well as those of the back 
and legs, and, when moderately indulged 
in, is certainly conducive to conditions that 
ward off insomnia, dyspepsia, rheumatism, 
and many other ils that the man of seden- 
tary habits is with. 7 

Among my own acquaintances I can name 
a number of players who have improved their 
health by bowling. .I did. not begin to bowl 
myself until I was 48 years of age, and since 
I have been playing my chest measurement 
has increased three inches.

Seéri- 
ously disturbed at their own audacity in

It is, of course, conceivable that the Amer- 
ican senate may be so blind to its own in- 
terests as to reject the.treaty, but we do 
ortune.”’ 

The Review scouts the reported Canadian 
acquiescence in the treaty and declares:

The African lethargy, or sleeping sickness, 
long dreaded in central Africa, has recently 
depopulated districts in Uganda.

HE latest edition of the official directory 
of the woman’s clubs of Chicago shows 
that the pessimists who say that wom- 
en’s clubs are a fad, and that they die | 
soon after they are created because of 

the members being extremely fickle in their | 
allegiance to their clubs, are entirely and 
totally wrong. 

There have been four editions of the offi- 
cial directory. The first one printed, which 
covered the years 1899-1900, reveals that 
there were sixty-six clubs at that time. The 
next year’s directory shows that the num- 
ber of clubs had leaped to 112. Then the 
pessimist would naturally expect that the 
directory of the following year would indi- 
cate a slump back to something like the num- 
ber of clubs given in the first directory. But 
the book for the year 1901-1902 réports nine- 
ty-seven clubs in existence, and the new di- 
rectory for the year 1902-1903 gives the 
names of ninety-five clubs. 

A comparison of the book just issued with 
the one first published shows that almost 
all the clubs given in the first volume are 
alive and prosperous.

HE twenty-second anniversary of the 
Christian” Endeavor society, which is 

. to be celebrated by at least 4,000,000. 
members in all parts of the world, will 

be of special interest in Chicago, where 

one out of every 140 persone in the city be- 
longs to the society. All told there are 15,000 
Ohristian Bndeavorers in Cook and Lake 
counties organized into @ compact body 
called the Chicago union. The Chicago 
union is planning to hold a massmeeting-on 
the evening of Feb. 2 to celebrate the found- 
ing of the society. 

The oelebration will consist of responsive 
reading and addresses by ministers and oth- 
er prominent Christian Endeavorers on the 
growth of theorganization. Besides this the 
435 societies of Christian Endeavor that 
make up the Chicago union will each have 
ita local celebration of the day. Of 
societies forming the’ Chicago union are 
senior societies, 145 junior, and 40 interme- 
diate. | 

The Christian’ Pndeavor movement 
world wide and inciudes over 63,000 societies, 
which are located in almost every country 
on the globe. There are branches of the so- 
cleties in all churches except the Roman 
Catholic’ and jiscopal, which have their 
own societies of a similar nature and with 
kindred purposes. Over forty Protestant 
denominations have branches of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor society. — 

The movement is twenty-two years old.

The experience of. a young man and his 
wife and child in Woodlawn were recited to 
Mr. Minnick. The husband’s income was 
$30 a week. Steam heated flats in 1892 were 
scarce and the rentals were high. 
young husband took a first flat in a two flat 
detached building and arranged to heat it 
himself by means of a base burner. It was 
a’ neat, light flat at $18 a month. 

The. evening after he moved in the man 
ffom upstairs came.down with a jug of 
cream, offering it.in the belief that moving 
had prevented his new neighbor from getting 
his usual supply. The caller was thanked 
almost effusively, but assured that the milk- 
man already had called. That was the be- 
ginning of overtures of loud friendship on 
th@ part of the family upstairs; the end was 
after the family feund the new neighbors to 
have something more to do than join in 
family gatherings in the evenings on the 
front steps. Then all the petty annoyances 
that could be heaped upon the newcomers 
were ‘theirs until the following May, when 
they moved into afour flat building of the 
same type, paying §20 a month. 

In this new flat coal was pilfered system- 
atically from the young man’s bins. The 
wife was a skilled piano player, but when- 
ever a note was touched a. child or children 
upstairs jumped up and down overhead with 
heavy heels. A horse was pastured in the 
back yard until it was a mudhole when it 
rained. 

Next May the young man was ready for a 
marked change. He went into another sec- 
tion of Woodlawn, picked out_a good look- 
ing flat building having all the modern con- 
veniences and about twenty families, paying 
$32.50 a month rent. ‘And there he has lived 
in quiet and comfort for more ‘than five con- 
secutive years. 

Observe Individual Rights. 

But in all these: years he has been paying 
more than one-fourth of. his original income 
for rent, when-he would. have been glad to 
have paid less than the one-fifth. Is he 
justified? 

Mr. Minnick contends that he is not. He 
says he has never found less observance of 


individuals on the part of the people of a | 


neighborhood than in one of the poorer sec- 
tions of May street, where Mr. Minnick once 
lived. It was‘quiet. No one kriew anybody 
else anywhere. The flat building. was well 
conducted. Rents were one-third less than 
he could have got fhe same accommodations 
for in Woodlawn or Hyde Park. Union park 
was near and the boulevard system was 


within easy reach for an afternoon stroll. 


Everything was just exactly what Mr. Min- 
nick thinks could not have been had in a 
much more. pretentious neighborhood at 
three times the money, . | 

.He had experienced life in Hyde Park, too; 
flat life shorn of most of its extravagance, as 
he sees it. It wasin Fifty-fifth street, near 
one of the fashionable avenues of the dis- 
trict. It was only a stone’s. throw from 


transportation. The flat had eight large, 


light, airy rooms, each with an outside win- 
dow. Everything was modern and well reg- 


“T got that flat for $20 4 month,” said Mr. 


Minnick. “Just around the corner on one 
of the avenues J had a friend who had a 
smaller flat with some dark rooms and with 
only a little more unnecessary tinsel, which 
cost him just twice as much as mine. He 
was paying for having hie flat on an avenue

The result most frequently 
is toward something radically opposite to the 
evolutionist’s ‘* natural .selection.”’

Qn the Lake Shore 
and Baltimore and Ohio roads, and possibly 
some others, shippers have been unable to 
get cars for grain sold several weeks ago 
for January shipment, on which they must 
pay penalties, while eastern buyers are ab 
to make purchases now and provide the q@ars 
for them at once.

"My father's farm was located 
four miles south of Rockwood, 
Ont... Canada. James Dunbar 
Hill, my father, was not prosper- 
ous. The farm was not fertile, 
and my early experience was that 
of a little boy on a big farm. I 
recall that my father frequently 
remarked that he could trace our” 
family tree back sixteen genera- 
tions through Scotland and Ire- 
land. To this l attribute my men- 
tal and physical vigor. I had to 
walk four miles to the Quaker 
academy at Rockwood. The aver- 
age boy today would think this a 
mighty hard way to get an educa- 
tion, and it was. One winter ar- 
rangements were made by which 
I remained in Rockwood. I paid 
part of my tuition by doing chores 
around the little old academy. I 
don’t think I studied any harder 
than any other 14 year old boy, 
but Ihad to do. 


Had to Get. Out. 


“Then the exigencies of my 
family required me to begin to 
make a returm for my lNving. 
That was in the spring of 1853, and 
I began to clerk in a general store 
at the crossroads. I continued 
this employment, occasionally 
varying it with a little work on 
the farm, until I was 19 years old. 
I was dissatisfied, and yet, when 
I look back to those days, it was 
pleasant. Altogether, life is al- 
ways pleasant in youth, little 
matter the condition. But I had 
concluded to go to the United 
States. 

‘“*I] made up my mind that 1 
would have a better chance in 
the western states, which were 
then just beginning to attract 
settlers. Perhaps I might have 
done just as well in Canada, but 
I did not think so. Others re- 
mained there and prospered. I 
have many relations today around 
Guelph. I had not saved sufficient money to 
make the trip west, so I went over to Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., and worked a few months ona 
farm. That was the spring of 1858. It was 
July 4 of that year I started west. I can never 
forget that day, for it was a big day in my 
life and also a big day in the life of the Amer- 
ican republic—their independence day. 

“When I reached St. Paul, a week later, I 
practically had not a dollar to my name 
and knew not a single individual here. This 
was the outpost of civilization in the north- 
west then. I liked it, and I enjoyed particu- 
larly the rough, cordial welcome the west- 
gave all newcomers. 


Waited Ten Years. 


‘My progress was mighty slow for ten 
years. It consisted of some rough experi- 
ence. I was without what is known as a 
“trade,” and this was against me. I was 
forced to do manual labor. Still, I mingled 
with rough and ready people, and it 
ened my wits. That was my matriculation 
into the western college of life and my 
education was rapid and thorough. When 


. 1 was bandling baggage as a railroad ¢em- 


ployé in those days I cannot say that I ever 
expected to own a railroad. I did intend, 
however, not to work for another man all 
my life, though I believe I work harder today 
than I did then. Then, at least, I had no 
cares if my wiges were small. .With in- 
creased income came acditional burdens. I 
became. a shipbufider in a Small way. This 
was my introduction into the traneportation 
world, 

‘‘My hours of work? Well, I try to work 
as much as I can, as I have a good many 
things to look after.. Of course, I do not 
get up like I used to om the farm before day- 
light, though I sée many stories to that ef- 
fect. I rise at 7 o’clock. I can’t sleep after 
that, and I get around to my office about 
9. Sometimes I get away by 5 and sometimes 
not until midnight. That just depends. 

‘‘ But American boys should make up their 
minds that they have as fine opportunities 
at home today for getting rich as anywhere 
in the world. It is usually easier to acquire 
fortune in a new country thanan old. The 


‘west is the center of great enterprises at 


present. Great fortunes are.to be_ maiie 
there in the next ddcade. My final advice to 


‘the young men of America is to be alert, 
keep, abreast of thé times, and grasp Oppor-

In Fear of Cyclones. 


Mr. Hill's handsome residence overlooking 


sights of St. Paul. The busy man has found 
time to fill it with a rare collection of paint- 
ings, relics of his travels, and ‘the choicest 
productions of the artists of many countries. 
The president of the Great Northern railroad 
is said to have a fear of cyclones, whose 
devastating work he has witnessed more 
than once in the west. He has constructed 
his residence, therefore, after the fashion of 
some of the great bridges on his roads—a 
ground work of steel, anchored to great beds 
of cement, around which his splendid home 
is, built. 

President Hill “has an ‘eye single always.to 
adyancing merit, even though heat the same 
time advances his owninterests. Itis some- 
thing like the rules that Carnegie applied 
in business. It is related that he had more 
than once observed the enormous expense of 
his different roads for the long lines of rubber 
hose used at nearly every station for filling 
tanks of cars, sprinkling lawns, and kindred 
work. He bought an improved quality of 
hose, but the dragging of the line over the 
platform surface usually wore it out in a 
short time. Away out on a mountain division, 
at a small station, he observed a day laborer 
filling the tank of a dining car with a piece 
of hose, around which was wrapped an old 
piece of telegraph wire, coil like: He asked 
the man what that was for. 

“To allow me to drag it around without 
destroying it,’’ was the reply. 

The mystery was solved and the invention 
saved the company thousands of dollars 
annually.

| Always Alert. 

The president of the big railroad is too alert 
to let anything escape him. Examining the 
operating expense account, he noted the 
increased consumption of coal on the engines. 
He ‘figured down the average quantity of 
coal consumed by each engine and posted 
a bulletin,’ offering each éngine crew half 
of the value of all coal they could save 
monthly under this established average.

Now, when a passenger 
gets hurt on his lines Mr. Hill knows he has 
always present several experienced men to 
render immediate aid until the surgeons can 
arrive. The company spent $50,000 establish- 
ing this system. For every life thus saved 
the company reaps a reward in avoiding dam- 
age suits, to say nothing of preserving human 


life. | 
| Promoting Business. 
President Hill is always intensely inter- 
ested in the development of the country 
through which his lines pass. He figures 
that he may carry the freight of any man- 
ufacturing industry on his line, therefore he 
aids in every practical way these industries. 
He has a “ promotion” department, which 
receives all communications addressed to 
him on the subject of aid, sawmills, fac- 
tories, etc. This department supplies liter- 
ature of a highly interesting character on 
short notice, touching the resources of the 
northwest.

Last Week a Period of Peril

lantic is considered to be the worst 
phase of the weather in respect to 
ocean traffic. On land this same fog, 
was experienced in Ch for 
three days of the last week, is dered 

to be at once the worst condition with ref- 
erence to maintaining train schedules and 
the most dangerous weather condition with 
regard to collisions, rearand headon. 

‘For instance, last Wednesday morning the 
Northwestern railway started its usual Ster- 
ling (IIL) train on its usual rnin of 110 miles 
to that city, and in that run of a little more 
than two hours the rear brakeman set twelve 
torpedoes on the rails behind his train—morte 
torpedoes thah he had planted before in ten 
months, 

In every station in the city trains rolled 
in from half. an hour to six hours late, and 
in the accommodations of these trains off 
their schedules the tempers of dépot masters 
and switchmen around the train sheds were 
tested to the limit. Passengers en route to 
and from the éity wéfe hervous, and even the 
suburbanite, who ordinarily gets so deep 
into his paper as to forget to puff at his cigar, 
noted the half speed of his train and sat 
looking out of window as he had not done 
before in months. Explosions of torpedoes 
under the wheels of locomotives and the red 
fire of fuses burning beside the tracks liere 
and there, and even on the rear platforms | 
of some trains, combined to make the period 
of extreme darkness one partaking of some 
of the ordinary fourth of fes- 

vity 


Engineers Under Heavy ‘Strain. 

In the stress of heavy fogs the burden of re- 
sponsibility rests heavily woon the engineer 
in the cab. It is a season wheh some gray 
hairs may come in a night. It is a period 
of straining eyes and nervous grip upon the 
throttle. Caution never is so much in- 
stinctive and required; nerves are never so 
much tested as in the situation which leaves 
scarcely fifty feet of clear track ahead ofthe 
guiding genius of a train. It is desirable to 
be as cautious as possible, and it is almost 
as desirable to lose no more time than is 
requisite to the occasion. The atmosphéric 
influence upon the human body are against 
a live, wideawake activity, either mental or 
physical. | 

Thus in the cab of the heavy passenger 
train that is struggling against time the 
man in the cab with his hand upon the lever 
of the throttle and his eyes upon the mist 
and dark ahead, has responsibilities which 
few men would envy. At the least, a heavy 
fog is’ the condition of conditions which 
throws trains off their schedules, and the 
condition of conditions favorable to acci- 
dents is when trains are running late and 
when all the usual plans and places of meet- 
ing and passing have been annulled. | 


Lights Almost Useless. 

In such dense fogs as wrapped Chicago for 
three days last week the lights of the sema- 
phores and the flags of the crossing men are 
almost useless. On Wednesday a well Known 
railway official of the city was coming in 
from a trip over his line, and while he never 
had experiences in the operation of trains 


ever in his life the situation of the engineer 
in the cab. | 

**I couldn’t see the fence posts on either 
side of our right of way,” he said. 
fog had dropped down like a wall all round 
us, and there was our engineer driving ahead 
into it without being able to see forty feet. 
of rails ahead. I had no concern sitting back 
at the end of the train, riding and smoking, 
but I should have felt entirely different had 
I been looking out of the cab window.” 

In the time of fogs the torpedd and the 
fusee are the saving instruments to traffic 
on the rail. Without them, especially as the 
great cities are approached, railroading 
would be made almost impossible. In ordi- 
nary weather the man with the red and green 
flags, dropping off the rear of the train that 
has, of necessity, come to a standstill, is the 
agent Of safety. When he and his fluttering 
muslin signals cannot be seen fifty feet away 
he resorts to the fusee and the torpedo.) 

The torpedo is one of the oldest of railroad 
signals, acting more or less automatically. 
The fusee has been in general use perhaps 
eight years, and some of the big roads of the 
country are not wholly reconciled to it as 
an agency always to be depended upon. 

Twenty-five years ago the torpedo was a 
tremendous explosive. It Was almost as 
large as a man’s hand, made of ¢castiron and 
having in its hollow center a series of three 
nipples, each primed with an old fashioned 
guncap. All round these nipples was a heavy 
charge of black gunpowder, and with this ap- 
paratus made fast to the rail the first pres- 
sure of the locomotive wheels caused an 
explosion that would shake the ties for ten 
feet on each side. Many an old railroad man 
today ig limping because of a piece of one of 
these old torpedoes blown into a leg in some 
switchyard in which he swung lanterns, But 
the modern torpedo is simplicity and jnno- 
cence itself, though quite as loud as was its 
predecessor. Briefly, itis a shallow box of tin 
or waterproof pasteboard about as big as an 
ordinary pill box, to whith are attached 
either ite curved be be springs clamping it to 
the raif or two strips of lead long enough 
for it t6 be tied fast there with the box on 
the top of the steel surface. In éxploding 
these torpedoes are harmless to a’ possible 
bystander. They cost about 8 cents each. 


How Torpedoes Are Used. ; 


The torpedo comes into play whe 

reason in thick weather a train’ at for. 
lowed by another has to come to a standstill 
on the main liné. On such an occasion the 
fagman drops off the rear platform of the 
train that has stopped and according to regu- 
lations starts back three-quarters of a mile 
in order to signal the train following in case 
it should come up. In the fog his flag is use- 
less, and he lays a torpedo on the track, re- 
turning at once to his train. Just before he 
climbs aboard the train again he lays an- 
other torpedo down. 

When the approaching train has struck the 
first torpedo it comes to a standstill, and then 
proceeds slowly, feeling its way, until the 
explosion of the second torpedo releases it 
to go on again with due caution. | 

But the trouble with the torpedo is that it 
has no limitation or measure of time within 
itself. So far as its warning is concerned 
it might have been put on the track an hour 
before. Here is where the fusee comes in 
with full scenic effect and an absolute time 
limit. 

The fusee, in appearance, belongs at once 
to the fourth of July type of pasteboard pyro- 
technics, and may cost from 10 to 20 cents. 
It is a pasteboard cylinder about one inch 
in diameter and two feet long. The base end 
of it is provided with a weight and a sharp 
spike in the center, designed to stick readily 
into the ground or into the ties. At the top 
there is a cap about three inches long, which 
in turn has another cap of pasteboard barely 
covering the end of the main cap. 


Must Go et Snail’s Pace. 

The opportunity of the fusee is when a 
train in a fog has had to slow down to a 
creeping pace, with the likelihood of another 
train's coming up behind. As the train 
crawls the flagman ‘steps to the rear plat- 
form, pulls the cap off the cap, and then the 
cap itself off the main fusee. The top of 
this main cap has a rough coating similar 
to the side of the box for safety matches, and 
the end of the fusee has the composition sim- 
ilar to that of the match. One is scratched 
against the other, the fusee is set off, and as 
it begins its eruption of red fire the cylinder 
is flung spike downward into a tie. 

For ten minutes this fusee burns bi a 
glow that will attract the attention of any 
ene looking out of the cab of an engine. 
the train following.does not come up until it 
has burned out the train ahead is stijl ten 
minutes in the lead. If the train comes up 
while the fusee still burns it must stop and 
remain in position till the fusee has burned 
out. When it has winked out the engineer 
knows the other train has full ten minutes 
the lead. 

Altogether, In view of the fact that ex- 
treme care is exercised in the operation of 
trains in fogs, the fact that a passenger in

ORE Chicago people are homeless 
during the winter season than at any 
other time. December, January, and 
February, these are the months, the 
bitter, unbearable months, when 
whole families become homeless—frequently 
upon the briefest notice. | 

Few families remain homeless long in Chi- 
cago, thartks to the admirable system of car- 
ing for such unfortunates by the aid of 


no small amount of severe suffering is in- 
evitably entailed by even the shortest possi- 
ble experience of this order. Such bitter ex- 
perience is usually brought about, according 
to those practical, philanthropic workers 
whose knowledge is acquired at first hand, 
by one of three causes—fire, desertion, the 
purchase of food, fuel, and clothing at the 
cost of leaving the rent. The bitter pains of

When Fires Are Frequent. 
‘The houses in whiech-the poor Make their 
homes are poorly built, drafty, impossible to 
keep warm. But, in the unavailing effort in 
this direction, the poor of Chicago do as do 
their more financially fortunate fellows, 
they make fires as fervent and extensive as 
their means will allow. A little too much 
heat, a little lack of care in taking necessary 
precautions—presto! a.“hurry call” fire 
alarm, and another homeless family.

ilies results from a most natural course of 
action. The heads of the family, seeing the 
children cold, starving, suffering, purchase 
food, fuel, and clothing instead of paying the 
rent. For a little time they “ stand off ’’ the 
landlord with promises. Then comes his-re- 
fusal to be longer placated, disaster, evic- 
tion, a miserable, homeless period in which 
some fresh shelter must be sought and 
found. To the glory and the credit of Chi- 
eago landlords, be it added, the charity work- 
ers almost unanimously declare that the men 
who rent to the poor are by no means so 
hard hearted and unfeeling as they might be. 
They will usually “carry over” a family 
hitherto known as “ good pay ”’ for a rea- 
sonable period, until work “ opens up” in 
the spring, forinstance. They protect them- 
selves, it is true, by charging rents suffi- 


ciently high to allow of a trifling loss in the. 


winter without serious financial deprivation, 
but they hesitate to turn out a family in cold 


weather without at least a little patience, as. 


rule. The poor, on the other hand, usually 
sadawor to keep a roof over their heads, no 
_ matter what happens, no matter how cold or 
hungry they may be. But when the babies 
cry for hunger, the children who must seek 
work are freezing for lack of warm cloth- 
ing, and when all are alike hungry morning 
and night, Sundays and weekdays, for long 
months together, who can blame the house 
mother if she recklessly spends for creature 
comforts the money laid by for the landlord? 
Yet, as has been suggested, this course 
often leads straight to eviction and home- 
less misery later. The evicted family gener- 
ally finds a place in which to take shelter 
free from the elements before darkness 
comes to add to their sufferings, but even 
the little children dread gn experience of 
this kind. 
Conditions Vary in Sections. 

The conditions causing Chicago homeless- 
ness vary in different quarters of the city. 
About the headquarters of the centra! dis- 
trict of the bureau of charities, with an office 
at 1502 Wabash avenue, few families are 
altogether homeless for more than a half day 
period, and the men are more apt to leave 
their families in the summer than the winter. 
This is so, in part, becayse the men who live 
close to the heart of the city are better ac- 
quainted with the opportunities for work 
offered by the railways that yearly ship large 


numbers of men to the far rural districts. 


These men seldom send home as much money 
as they should, but, on the other hand, they 
have no intention of permanently deserting 
their families. They usually come back—to 
be a heavy drag upon the financial resources 
of the family, often—at the approach of cold 
weather. And Miss Alice Willard, superin- 
tendent of the central district, believes that 
the families coming under her notice pay 
their rent at cost of all but freezing and star- 
vation, dreading to be homeless above all 
else. Mr. B. Bicknell, head of: the bureau of 
charities work, is of the same general opin- 
ion. 

In the “lower north,” stockyards, and 
Englewood. districts, however, particularly 
in the last named locality, far different con- 
ditions prevail. The men of these outlying 
districts are farther removed from opportun- 
ities for work of many kinds. They seldom 
think of leaving home in the warm weather. 
But when the winter misery comes upon 
them, when the bitter blast blows through 
every chink, and cranny, and crevice of the 
miserable houses, when there is neither coal 
for the rickety old stove nor food for the 
table—then the burden, the wretchedness of 
it all, rolls over these poor fellows, these 
thoughtless shirks and deserting soldiers, 
and:away they go, leaving their families to 
the near and absolute certainty of a homeless 
time. Or else the landlord’s money goes for 
bread and coal.
